Chicago is to have a great flying 
school, it was announced yesterday, 
as part of a new nation-wide hookup 
in aviation which ts heralded as the 
advent of the long awaited flying days 
when airplanes will be a8 common as 
motor cars. 

The nation t to fly; air taxis; 
travel by plane; sports—all this 
is in the program as undertaken by 


experts. 

Financing corporations are being 
formed, with the new $25,000,000 
North American Aviation, Inc., as the 
holding company, spreading its in- 
fluence across the country, lending 
money aid to worthy flying enter- 
prises. 


Maj. Schroeder Tells Plans. © 

Establishment of the flying school, 
which is to start operation here with- 
in several weeks, was announ by 
Maj. R, W. Schroedér, famous in the 
flying fraternity as “ Shorty ” Schroe. 
der, a devotee of aviation since the 
pioneer days of 1908, who will be in 
general charge of the project. 

Three fiying “universities,” an- 
nounced as the finest in America, are 
to be maintained in the national pro- 
gram. One will be in Chicago, one in 
New York, now in operation, and the 
third will be established on the Pa- 
cifi¢ st. Smaller schoola, correlated 
with the three biz ones, will be organ- 
ized, so that every state in the Union 
will have at least one unit and many 
will have two or three. The flying 
school at Miami! is already undér way, 
and others are planned for Boston, 
Bridgeport, Indianapolis, Detroit, To- 
ledo, Cleveland, and other cities. 

All of these schools, Maj. Schroeder 
announced, are to be controlled and 
operated by the Curtiss Flying Serv- 
ice, Inc., which is a mainshaft of the 
new flying program. 


Safe Flying to Be Taught. 

“Before the nation can fly it must 
have fiyers,” Maj. Schroeder said. 
“We plan to teach them honestly 
and thoroughly how to fly with com- 
plete safety.” 

Asked for details as to the site of 
the field for the new school, Maj. 
Schroeder said they had not been fully 
arranged. It was reported, however, 
that a group of wealthy Chicagoans 
has agreed to provide all funds for 
the purchase or lease of a large flying 
field and to condition the field in all 
details except as to the hangars, 
school buildings, and flying” ¢equip-

It sounds serious—and it may be— 
the opinion of Bruce I. Melvin of 
Cornell university, who yesterday ex- 
pounded the results of a study of New 
York villages before sociologists of 
the: country gathered at the Congress 
hotel. .On the basis of his study the 
answer as to what ails the younger 
generation seems to be the older gen- 


_| eration, with particular reference to 


rural communities. 

More definitely and shockingly, Prof. 
Melvin asserted that the conclusion of 
his study had been that the social 
and recreational life in a village where 
age dominates is “ institutionized, 


routinized, formal, and patronizing,” 


and further, that “where age pre- 
dominates in a locality, conditions 
conducive to conflict appear to be 
prevalent.” 


Cites Case of Village. 

Citing instances to illustrate. his 
point, Prof. Melvin told of a village of 
86 souls, of which 32 were fifty years 
old or more, where the town 
torn by two disputes. 

“The first,” he said, “was this. 
Men of the village lately bought a 
fire engine and stored it in an old 
horse shed belonging to the church. 
Now a controversy rages because 
some of the church members want 
it stored in the other end of the shed, 
and the purchasers will not agree. 

“The second. The men's club pur- 
chased a set of dishes, which is kept 


in the church. When the Ladies’ Aid 


was asked to contribute to the price 
they failed to do so. Later the women 
asked to help and the offer was re- 
fused. At present the Ladies’ Aid is 
angry at the men because the last 
time the dishes were used they left 
a litter in the church. In turn the 
men tell the women if they don’t like 
it the dishes will be taken from the 


church.” 
Matter of the Piano. 

“Then there was the episode of the 
collection to purchase a piano for the 
community house, started by one or- 
ganization. The funds were put in 
the hands of a certain lady whose 
choice did not meet the approval] of 
some. Eventually the money collected 
was used for an oyster supper for 
the organization that began the 
project. 

“Do the older people acquire dis- 
likes, hold them and create tension 
in the community which any small 
incident may incite and cause con-. 
flict?” Prof. Melvin asks. “ The 
theory of this paper answers in the 
affirmative. Further research may 
prove or disprove this point.’’

Tight little circles comprising the 
membership of such organizations as 
the W. C. T. U., the Casserole club, 
the Jolly Twelve, the H. O. Ty, C. 
{High Old Time club], the Women’s 
Literary society, and similar groups 
constitute the majority of the social 
life of the smaller towns, it was dis- 
covered, and these numbered no 
young people among them. The Cas- 
serole club was a social group whose 
principal diversions were eating and 
talking. The H. O. T. C. consisted 
of women who were girls in the gay 
nineties. The Jolly Twelve’s youngest 
member was a staid soul of past fifty. 

“The churches,” Prof. Melvin ad- 
vises, “attempt to provide means for 
social and recreational activities more 
than any organizations in these vil- 
lages. However, when the church 
dominates, social and recreational life 
necessarily follows a regular and rou- 
tinized plan. 

“Thus, when I asked two young 
men what existed in the village for 
the young people to do they answered 
spontaneously and in unison, ‘Not a 
damn thing.’

The Grand Central railroad station 
at Harrison and Wells streets, ter- 
minal of three trunk lines and a short 
line, was plunged in” Garkness and 
choking smoke last evening by a rub- 
bish fire which swept through the 
basement.

Hofnauer, president of the Chicago 
Waste company, owners, respectively, 
of the Doris and thé Nafoco, are the 
two who protested the. commisgioners’ 
order to pull their anchors and sail 
out of the harbor, or be pulled out by 
tug. 

Points to Park Ordinance. 

“ There’s a park ordinance 
that the harbor be cleared of all boats 
by Nov. 15,” Mr. Johnson said, After 
thatedate, he said, the two yachts had 
slipped into the harbor and dropped 
anchor, Then the ice froze about 
them. 


“On Dec. 19 the board ordered me 
to order the boats out and on the 
following day I sent letters to Mr. 
Hofnauer and Mr. McDonald, with a 
copy of the rules regulating the har- 
bor,” the superintendent stated. “ Mr.

HIDDEN CONTROL IN THE 
CONDUCT OF THE WAR. 


‘The actual causes of the world war are being 
brought out of the obscurity in which its respon- 
sible contrivers hid them. They had to be hidden 
or the moral issues would not have had much 
more value than so Many scarecrows in a Decem- 
ber cornfield. The concealment was thorough 
enough to fix the emotions of the war and of the 
post-war period for this generation and to control 
the course of international action by the allies and 
for them. When the revised ideas are no longer 


consequential they may be generally accepted. 


‘There remain some still secreted factors in the 
conduct of the war which, if they were revealed, 
would clear up even.s not now explained. Some 


' ef them might be found to have an important 


relation to a proper valuation o¢ effort and respon- 


sibility. Here, for example, are three questions: 


Who in Germany was really responsible for the 
order sent to the United States stipulating how 
American neutrals might travel on the seas, what 
kind of coloring and flags the boats privileged 
«9 carry American citizens must display to escape 
U boats? 

‘Why was no attempt made to put a sufficient 


‘and competent American army in France until] so 


1918 and why was no real use made of 
troops until the Germans in their great 
drives of that year had almost beaten the British 
and the French and were within reach of victory? 

Who dealt with the German revolutionaries and 
the rebellious sailors and fomented the insurrec- 


tion against the kaiser and his government in the 


manner in which the Germans arranged the Rus- 
sian revolution? 

The adequate and truthful answer to the second 
question will have considerable importance with 
respect to the final American effort which was 
decisive. Why was it delayed? What influence 
caused the delay? If it was by the design of the 
allies it is consequential particularly if we, are 


te continue to regard the war and its consequences 


The submarine campaign brought the United 
States into'the war. Without it another cause 
might have been found, but this one was. What 
German influenced the decision to crowd Ameri- 


can sentiment to the limit? Was it Von Tirpits? 


Or Ladendorff? A naval or an army purpose? 
Was it a decision of overconfidence or of panic? 
When Americcns study the war they would like 
to know who started them to fight in Europe.

In the spring of 1918 every one knew that the 
German offensive was coming.’ Russia was out 
and Italy had not yet recovered. Roumania was 
.sushed and Germany was free to concentrate its 
victorious forces on the west front. In March 
the smash came against the British and the fifth 
army was destroyed. In May the offensive was 
released against the French and they were shat- 
tered or staggered. The question is who or what 
had prevented the appearance of the American 


|army in the line before the terrible chances had 


been taken of having the British and French 
armies destroyed by these German attacks which 
so nearly succeeded? If that policy can be traced 
to its authority and defined we'll begin to under- 
stand something about the conduct of the war. 
The american treops when they were employed 
were barely in time to stop the German rush and 
to make it possible for the allies to turn the 
check of their enemies into an advance of 
their own. 
Just as some British euthority repaired the Ger- 
man mistake of bringing the United States in 
ag a fresh enemy when they had their nearly 
exhausted ones nearly defeated, repaired it by 
preventing the use of the forces the German biun-

‘The British intelligence was nearly always as 
good as the,British military command was fre- 
quently bad. London knew every move of the 
German navy, particularly as to U-boats, about 
as s’ n ag the movement began, and it may be 
found that the penetration of the German navy 
by this intelligence service was able to start the 
fire in back ofthe army. | 

It is true that Wilson had informed the world 
that no peace would be made with the German 
monarchists, that the German democracy had to 
take over control before Germany would be rec- 
ognized at a peace table, but the army itself was 
still a splendid military organization wholly in the 
territory of its enemies when the revolt drove the 
into exile. 

It does not seem credible that the British and 
French did not know the rebellion was starting 
and did not do for it what the Germans had done 
for the Red revolution. 

Whenever it is really known and understood 
now the war was fought and hew victory was 
decided these questions will be answered. Just 
now we know a great deal more with accuracy 
how the war started than we know how it was 
fought and what influences decided it. 


ANOTHER YEAR OF 
VOLSTEAD. 


A - prohibition promotiot pamphlet of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee of One/ Thousand contains the 
statement that “‘ Ameri is overwhelmingly dry 
in this generation,” which is not exactly in accord 
with the estimate of Dr. Doran, prohibition com- 
missioner, that an appropriation of $300,000,000 
annually would be needed even for a good try at 
making it dry. 
There would be some truth to a statement that 
Volstead still has political dominance, although 
it has weakened. Its control] is not based on,con- 
viction but on inconsistencies, fears and dubious 
purposes. It has been recognized by undesirable 
politicians as the best cover for acts injurious to 
the public welfare. It is the best way in which 
@ rascal in public office can pass himself as a 
man of virtue. He can be corrupt and acquire 
merit by delivering himself to Volstead and having 
everything else delivered to him. No one denies 
that most of the men in state and’ national office 
have no respect for prohibition in their own 
habits. It not only promotes corruption by de- 
stroying true standards of criticism and by offer- 
ing only one measurement of @ man’s worth but 
it encourages violations of constitutional] provi- 
sions and of laws without which the country 
cannot have political equities and public security. 
It offers a system of indulgefices*which may be 
purchased by thé votes of men in public life and 
by the money gifts of men in private life. A 
wealthy man whose conduct has been reproach- 
able squares his general reputation by his sup.- 
port of the prohibition cause and his contribytions 
to it. Men who profit from the violation of con- 
stitutional provisions protecting franchise rights 
turn the issue by crying up the eighteenth amend. 
ment and calling its opponents nullifiers. 

They make use of such organizations as the 
Citizens’ Committee of One Thousand. Carter 
Glass, Virginia senator, is one of its vice presi- 
dents and the senator's devotion to the constitu- 
tion is. at least eclectic. Sebastian 8. Krestre is | 
on its executive committee. Mr. Kreige is also 
one of the largest single contributors to the 
Anti-Saloon league. The league regards his money 
as good. 7 
The by-products of Volstead are found every- 
where to the injury of the American community. 
It is not all caused by the direct contact of the 
citizens with the law itself. Much of the evil re- 
sults from the contact of law and authority with 
Volstead. Nothing else ever produced such er- 
ratic, irrational, disorderly and inhuman procedure, 
killings, savage prison sentences, indifference to 
property rights and sitizenship guarantees.

[THE THOUGHTS OF YOUTH | 


(Rector St. Alban'’s echool. Sycamore, former 
Episcopal student chaplain, University of Chicago.) 


“What are our young people thinking about?” 
It is @ foolish question, because the population of 
young people is large, and they are all quite di<- 
ferent from each other, and are all thinking differ- 
ent things. Yet during the years, say from four- 
teen to twenty-one, they show certain common 
attitudes and come face to face with certa:n 
common problems. 

One of these characteristics is that they are 
fearfully sensitive to the opinion of the group thcy 
belong to—the young people they run around 
with—their “crowd.” To be thought a good sport, 


importance. 


group effective in determining social attitudes 
pretty well up to the time when young men and 
young women started out into the world on their 
uwn. The family still is the effective group fcr 
young people up to the age of, say, thirteen or 
fourteen. But the age at which the family ceases 
to be the factor of chief importance has been 
steadily pushed back in recent years. At a church 
summer conference not long ago a group of 
young people were asked to make a list of the 
most difficult moral problems they had to face. 
An overwhelming majority of.the problems were 
found to center about conflicts between the 
standards they. had learned at home and in 
church and the standards of the group of boys 
and girls they belonged to. 

These problems cannot be solved simply by 
saying that people must stand out for what is 
right at any cost. 


Saints and mystics, like ether artists, have most 
often flourished in “schools” where there was a 
social group in which all were working toward 
a common end, where each member of the group 
gained from the other members constant suppo:t 
and encouragement and inspiration. “Lead us 
not into temptation ” is one of, the wisest petitions 
in the Lord’s prayer. The general opinion is, I 
suppose, that overcoming temptation is a splendid 
and glorious kind of moral exercise and that the | 
more temptations you have to overcome ths 
better off you will be. But people will always 
have enough spiritual battles to fight without 
going out to look for trouble. 

The best way for the individual to achieve 
worthwhile character is to become part of a social 
group where character is esteemed and sought 
after. This, from the social point of view, is the 
reason for the church. And the failure of par- 
ticular churches to live up to this ideal is no 
argument against the social principle. Herein 
for a boy or a girl lies the value of a good club 
or a good Scout troop. Here lies the value of a 
g0od boarding school, which, as a social group 
potent for providing ideals and building those 
socially desirable habits which go to form char- 
acter, is immensely more effective than an organi- 
zation demanding only part time allegiance can 
ever be. 

The adventurous spirlt of youth is the stuff that 
progress is made of. The trouble is that this 
urge toward inde dence, so valuable when 
rightly directed, blossoms out in all sorts of 
strange forms. ‘Disobedience, defiance of parental 
authority, breaking away from home standards, 
eagerness for excitement and adventure, the 
search for thrills (either real, or second hand by 
way of the movies) all are manifestations of the 
primordial urge. The problem lies in the fact that 
it is so hard to draw the line between what we 
cal] disobedience ang condemn, and what we ca'l 
independence and cOmmend. How many of the 
great men of history began their careers by run- 
ning away from home? ; 

In the field‘ of politics it is sometimes said that 
when a revolution fails its leaders are called 
traitors; when it succeeds they are acclaimed 
heroes. One is tempted to wax cynical and sav 
the same thing about the young peeple. But 
both in the larger realm of the state and the 
smaller realm of the family there is a more fun- 
damental principle that marks the difference be- 
tween legitimate revolution and rebellion. That 
principle is that there should be a serious purpose 
behind the revolution. : 

We cannot place all the blame on the young 
people. In spite of the dwindling importance of 
the family, it remains true that the standards cf 
value of the children are largely the ones they 
have learned from their parents. And when so 
many mothers and fathers think chiefly of money 
and social position, and the thrills, sensual or 
subtle, that money and social position make pos- 
sible, it is not to be wondered at that this same 
lack of serious purpose characterizes the awkward 
strivings to assert their independence on the part 
of their children. These things are all they know. 
And the blame that parents lay upon their ch:l- 
dren is as often as not a réundabout expression 
of their own half-conscious sense of failure. The 
father of a wild young modern in a play that 
ran in Chicago some years ago was expostulating 
with his son about his general worthlessness. 
“Why,” he said, “when I was a boy I used 
get up every morning at six o’clock and go out 
and milk the cow.” “But, father,” said the boy 
with infinite boredom, “we haven't got any cow.” 


Our youth have arrived at the point where their 
lives center about much more exciting though infi- 
hitely less important things than cows, like auto- 
mobiles, radios, movies, and jazz. They ought not 
to be surprised when their children follow in their 
footsteps. The sins and the blindness of the father 
are visited on the children to the third and fourth 
generation. The Cape Cod family whose sons ran 
away to sea illustrates the other side of the same

THE DISEASE OF WORRY. 


T a recent meeting of the Mis- 
souri Medical society the phy- 
sicilans gave a session to ths 
discussion of the health prob- 
lems by worry. They were 
agreed that this is the most widespread 
of all disease& Dr. D. S. B pro- 
nounced worry “the most universal and 
distressing condition or phenomenon of 
society.” Hivery speaker agreed, so far 
as the degree of prevalence of the dis- 
order was concerned. They were agreed 
that fear was the immediate cause of 
worry. Some thought fear the most 
widespread of all symptoms, 

They did not agree as to some details. 
Dr. Booth holds that fatigue is the great 
fundamental cause of worry. It is an 
effect of overfatigue and a cause of 
further fatigue. In his scheme for the 
cure of worry, rest, relaxation and allied 
measures play an important part. He 
advocates prolonged rest. Many cases 
of relapse [nto renewed worry he 
ascribes to taking u> work before rest 
has had time to fully overcome the ef- 
fects of fatigue. 

On the other hand, Dr. S. W. Robin- 
son does not stress fatigue as a cause 
so much, and he does not value rest in 
treatment as much as does Dr. Sooth. 
Dr. Robinson especially stresses train- 
ing. To begin with, one should select 
his ancestors. Children should be 
guarded against fears, anxieties and 
frights. Ghost stories and all other 
fear stories lay the foundation for 
worry. 

Inadequacy is a great cause of worry. 
Fear that one may not hold his job, 
or make good or equal the demand, or 
succeed as well as some one else, are 
prominent causes of the prolonged antic- 
ipatory fear or dread which goes by 
the name of worry. Therefore, fairy 
stories and other stories which lead to 
wishful thinking and day dreaming 
should be proscribed as part of the 
training against worry. 

For those who have neglected training 
until adult life has been reached, the 
cure is to find a philosophy of life. That 
philosophy is one that calls for living 
one day at a time, havirig no regrets for 
yesterday and no anxieties for tomor- 
row. In this philosophy religion has a 
place. In fact, the best cure for worry 
is faith, hope and charity, more par- 
ticularly the first two of these. Diet, 
hygiene, rest, sleep, all play a part, but 
more important than these physical 
equations are poise and courage. |

Charges Fraud by Big 3 
of kease Scandals. 


(Chieage Tribune Press Service.] 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 29.—[Spe 
cial.}—Another phase of the Fall-Sin- 
clair-Doheny oil scandals reached the 
courts today when the government 
moved to recover more than $26,000,000 
realized by the Sinclair Crude Oil Pur- 
chasing company ahd the Mammoth 
Oil company under royalty contracts 
covering production in the Salt Creek 
(Wyoming) oil field. Suit to invali- 
date the contracts and to compel an 
accounting of profits was filed against 
the two companies in the Wilmington 
(Del.) Federal District court. 

Sargent Holds Agreement Illegal. 

The government's petition charges 
that the contracts were secured as a 


ji result of fraud, corruption, and brib- 


ery on the part of Albert B. Fall, for- 
mer secretary of the interior, and 
Harry F. Sinclair, millionaire oil mag. 
nate, but it does not include Fall and 
Sinclair as defendants because they 
are not residents of Delaware, in 
which the two companies are incor- 
porated. 

The bill charges that Fall, in spite 
of the fact that the time limit for 
receipt of bids for the Salt Creek 
royalty oil had expired, accepted a 
telegraphic offer from the Mammoth 
Oil company and ultimately executed 
a five year contract with the latter's 
nominee, the Sinclair Crude Oil Pur- 
chasing company, on Feb. 3, 1922. 
Deliveries of oil under the contract 
were halted last October by Secretary 
of the Interior Roy O. West when 
Attorney Géneral Sargent ruled that 
the agreement was void because of 
an illegal renewal option clause in 
the original contract. 

Lay Fraud to Fall. 

In its complaint the government 
contends that a portion of the more 
than $269,100 in Liberty bonds known 
to have been passed by Sinclair to 
Fall just after the Mammoth com- 
pany secured its lease on the navy’s 
Teapot Dome oil reserve was prob-

The fresh eggs now on the Chi- 
cago market were sold by farmers a 
few days ago at from 28 to 32 cents.

There 
are more than a half million cases of 
eggs above last year’s cold storage 
holdings in the entire country. On 
Dec. 1 there were 3,446,000 cases of 
eggs in the cold storage houses of 
the United States, and on the same 
date last year there were only 2,976,000 
cases.

; Order Tilden From Team. 

Tilden’s difficulties arose during the 
English championships at Wimbledon 
when he wrote articles for an Amer- 
ican syndicate while competing in the 
tournament. This violation of its 
sacred player-writer rule naturally 
proved a source of deep irritation to 
the United States Lawn Tennis ass0- 
ciation. The advisory and Finance 
committee of the association met in 
New York, aired the charges, and 
cabled President Samuel Collom, who 
was en route to Europe, to remove Til- 
den from the captaincy of the Amer- 
ican Davis cup team and to forbid 
him to. compete in the interzone and 
challenge rounds. | 

After a series of cables between 
Collom and the officials of the U. 8. 
L. T. A. in New York, Tilden was 
deposed. The United States was rep- 
resented in the interzone finals against 
Italy by John Hennessey, George Lott 
and Francis Hunter. The youngsters 
triumphed in four of the five matches, 
thus qualifying for the challenge 
round against France. 

France pleaded that Tilden be re 
instated, stating the matches would 
prove a-financia] failure with the 
greatest drawing card in the game ab- 
sent from the court. On the eve of 
the challenge round Tilden was ‘re 
instated as a member of the team at 
the persona] request of Mr. Herrick, 
who based his request upon diplo- 
matic considerations. 


May Be Reinstated. | 

Upon the return of the Ameérican 
team, the U. 8S. L. T. A. renewed its 
charges against Big Bill and on Aug. 
24 at a meeting in New York declared 
him ineligible to compete in tourna- 
ments played under the auspices of 
the association.

Nearly every major golf champion 
of 1927 came through in 1928—to a 
different cham- 


pionship. Which 
means not only 
there are a lot of 
golf tournaments 
but that there are 
a lot of good golf. 
tthe greatest of 
them all, Bobby 
Jones, didn’t de- 
fend his British 
open champilon- 
ship and he lost 
the American 
open to Johnny 
Farrell -after the 
most dramatic 
playoff in golf his- 
tory. But he did 
lead tne American team to an over: 
whelming Walker cup victory and he 
won the United States amateur cham- 
pionship by swamping T. P. Perkins, 
British amateur champion. 

Walter Hagen lost his national pro- 
fessional championship, which he won 
four successive years, thereby setting 
a record unequaled in any major 
golf tournament, but Hagen won the 
British open for the third time, beat- 
ing out Gene Sarazen by two strokes 
with a total of 292. 


‘ Glenna Wins Third Title.. 


Glenna Collett, winner of as many 
championships in women’s golf as 
Jones and Hagen have won in men’s 
golf, returned to her“own by taking 
the women’s national championship 
the third time. So it went through 
the year—good golfers would be beaten 
in the championships they had won 
the year before, only to win other 
and equally important tournaments. 

The outstanding golf event of the 
year was not, as had been expected, 
the Walker cup matches at the Chi- 
cago Golf club. The setting was per- 
fect but the British*team was so far 
iuierior to the Americans that the 
element of contest was missing. The 
Americans won al] four of the two 
ball foursomes on the first day and 
seven of the eight twosomes the sec- 
ond day. The final score*of eleven , 
points to one was the widest margin 
ever to decide any of these interna- 
tiona] matches.

day before the American Economic so- 


clety in convention in Chicago. He 
said that Mr. Hoover and other advo-

Some of the enthusiastic friends of 


the waterway have predicted that the 
reduction it would effect in freight 
rates to Europe would result in a gen- 


eral increase in farm prices which 
would repay in a year the cost of the 
waterway to the American people. Mr. 
Nourse says this estimate is absurd. 
He analyzes the figures of agricultural 
production and export from the coun- 
try tributary to the great lakes and 
comes to the conclusio the gain 
to farmers could amount to no more 
than 2% per cent of the cost of the 
waterway to the American people.

RAILWAY BRIEF 
DOESN’T AGREE | 
VALUATIONS 


S.P.R.R. Clashes with 
Commerce Body. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 29.—(?)}— 
An illustration of the huge differences 
which have arisen between govern- 
ment figures for the valuation of rail- 
roads and the figures evolved by rail- 
road corporations for the same proper- 
ties was given today in a brief filed 
by the Southern Pacific company with 
the interstate commerce commission. 

The commission, proceeding under 
its view of valuation, had tentatively 
assigned a value of $613,000,000 to the 
Southern Pacific system, but the rail- 
road itself claimed in the aggregate 
a valuation figure today of $1,375.,- 
000,000, an amount $762,000,000 greater 
than the commission has been willing 
to allow. 

“A substantial portion of this differ- 
ence is occasioned by the application 
of different principles and methods by 
the commisison than those for which 
the carriers contend,’ the Southern 
Pacific brief explained. The major 
items included in the $762,000,000 are: 
Claims relating to going concern value 
exceeding $85,000,000; claims for addi- 
tional elementS of value attaching to 
land exceeding $202,000,000; claims for 
erroneous deductions for depreciation 
exceeding $146,000,000; claims for de- 
ferred construction costs exceeding 
$11,000,000; claims approximating $18,- 
000,000 representing land erroneously 
classified as non-carrier. 

Though the Southern Pacific demand 
for a more than doubling of the com- 
mission valuation figure exceeds that 
made by the average of other rail- 
roads, in practically every case im- 
portant railroads have insisted that 
their net worth is greatly in excess of 
the commisison allowance. | 

The first important test of the issue 
which has arisen between the govern- 
ment and the railroads will be staged 
before the Supreme court next week, 
where the St. Louis and O'Fallon rail- 
roads, with the support of practically 
all the carriers in the United States, is

Trading was particularly brisk in the 
second and final hour, with the ticker 
running about 45 minutes after the 
close. Total transactions were 2,683,- 
|300 shares, or at the rate of more 
than 6,700,000 shares for a full five 
hour session. 

American Smelting was the bell- 
wether of the advance. It soared 13% 
points and hit a new peak, being in- 
fluenced by another advance in cop- 
per prices. The other copper shares 
trailed along, with Andes Copper, Cal- 
umet and Arizona, Cerro de Pasco, 
Magma Copper, and Miami Copper 
gaining a point or so. 

The automobile group responded to 
this year’s record output and prepara- 
tions for another big year. General 
Motors was up 1% points, while 
Chrysler Motor, Continental Motors, 
Electric Storage Battery, Murray 
Body, Timken, and Willys Overland

Marble Palace 
Widows Next to 
Cave Dwellers 


Mrs. Herrick’s article last Sun- 
day introduced the reader to life 
among the cave dwellers of social 
Washington. Today's article is 
the fifth of this serics. 

(Continued from last Sunday.) 

) WEALTHY and widowed sena- 

tor was seated at dinner one 
night, not so long ago, next the 
wife of a cabinet minister. She began 
to twit him, as all Washington twits 
its wifeless officials, about the widows 
who were setting their caps for him. 
The senator laughed away the charge, 
admitted that the town was filled with 
blithe and bereaved ladies, but pointed 
out that their widow’s mites were so 
vast that they had little interest in 
matrimony. 

The wife of the cabinet minister 
looked up and down the table to 
gather statistics. There were thirty- 
two dinner guests. That meant six- 
teen women. Of the sixteen, nine were 
widows with millions. 

It is no wonder, 
colony of “marble palace widows” 
forms an important part of that 
larger circle known as the “ resi- 
dentials”’ in Washington society. 

These residentials, who stand mid- 
way between yesterday’s cave dweller 
and tomorrow's climber, form a circle 
that is large and important, moneyed 
and satisfied. Fate, politics, leisure, 
adventure sent them, originally, to 
the federal city. They stayed on from 
choice. Their evolution, from stroll- 
ing players from forty-eight states, 
into an indigenous band, passionately 
loyal to the community in which they 
have no citizenship, is entirely logical, 
in the light of early Washington his- 
tory. 

For the mighty Powhatan’s red- 
skins who glided down the Potomac 
end loitered by its banks long enough 
to quarry stone near Mr. Coolidge’s 
back yard centuries before it was Mr. 


then, that ae 


: Coolidge's back yard were a nomadic 


tribe. Likewise, many of their pale- 
face brothers at the nation’s capital 
today are members of a shifting guild 
-—political gypsies of America’s democ- 
racy, changing every time the ballots 
are counted, 

But even. a rolling stone sometimes 
finds a cozy resting place, in the right 


neighborhood, where it builds a fine 
house, sends the address to the social 


register, and gathers what social moss 
there is. That is happening every 
<ay in Washington. 

‘Since the major rhythm of official 


Yife is marked into bars of four years 


each, and since there is likely to be 
a change in the melody every fourth 
March 4, the rotating job holders and 
the itinerant visitors on Capitol hill 
regard as an old timer any one who 
has: weathered three administrations. 

Nor is this a contradiction of the 
previous statement that the real 
Washington cave dweller measures 
time by the clock that hung at Mount 
Vernon. To the cave dweller it is 
true—anything introduced since the 
days of President Arthur is a vulgar 
innovation. But to the day’s influx 
of millionaires anything more than a 
four year term smacks of old Nestor 
himeelf. 

Up Near the Top. 

In between these two extremes, 
then, stand the residentials. Some 
are very near the cave dwellers them- 


selves’ in prestige and millinery. 


Others who. started out as blatant 
climbers have climbed so high that 
they employ haughty social secret- 
ries to guard against the 1928 climber, 
even as they were guarded against a 
decade or 80 ago. 

Most conspicuous of the residentials 
are the marble palace widows, those 
ladies with vast fortunes and roomy, 
gloomy mansions, who entertain lux- 
uriously and furiously, and who par- 
tak&B of all Washington’s festivities 
eave the annoying, because so ex- 
clusive, simplicity of the cave dwell- 
er’s hospitality. 

There is Mrs. John Brooks Hender- 
son, who gells real estate, pours wine 
into gutters, and tried to give Calvin 
Coolidge a house. There is Mrs. 
Thomas F. Walsh, widow of the Irish 
millwright, who made millions in sil- 
ver, and lived to eat cabbage off gold 
plate; and there is Mrs. John R. 
Williams, Joe Leiter's independent 
mother-in-law. There is Mrs. Stephen 
8B Elkins, whose daughter turned 
down a @uke to marry an Illinois 
sweetheart, and there is Mrs. Richard 
Townsend, whose daughter broke 
twenty masculine hearts when she 
married the Rhode Island senator 

whom she later divorced. And, of 
course, there is “ Aunt ” (Mrs. 
-Marshall Field], whose after dinner 
toast caused an imternational break 
with some of the South American 
countries. 


All these women give dinners. 


His Meatless Meal. 

It was at his first dinner at Mrs. 
Henderson's Boundary castle, perched 
up so high on Sixteenth street, that 
Jim Reed, mystified by the procession

before him on the bright red damask" 


tablecloth, turned to his hostess, the 
sprightly, silvery haired old lady, well 
past 80, and said: “ Well, this is the 
first meal I've had without meat since 
I cut my teeth.” 

Then he reminded her that she was 


outdone, however, by an Indian tribe 


who “live wholly on odors.” 

Meat never has a place on her éin- 
ner plates, any more than alcohol 
finds a way into her glasses, or nicé- 
tine into the atmosphere. But she 
doesn’t choose to call herself a vege- 
tarian. “Sanditarian” is the word 
she finds most appropriate, and she 
explains that it is composed of “ san,” 
from the Latin word “seanus,” or 
healthy, and a derivative of the word 
“diet.” A healthy diet, she insists, 
makes no truce with meat, which she 
labels “nothing but dead animals.” 
Her chef is so expert a technician 
that her subterfuge meat dishes are 
said to have won over Wu Ting-fang, 
the Chinese diplomat, and to have 
sent him back to China with a trunk 
full of sanditarian recipes. The more 
skeptical, however, point out that Wu 
Ting-fang was a diplomat. 

If meat is bad, alcoho] is worse, 


_She believes. And, being the widow 


of that Senator Henderson of Missouri 
who introduced the thirteenth amend- 
ment, abolishing slavery, she has not 
forgotten some of his battles. 

So, one post-Volstead spring day, 


when she was feeling particularly in- 


dependent, she lined up her servants, 
led them down cellar and ordered 
them to follow the lead of their gray 
haired mistress as she carried a 
priceless bottle of wine down to the 
street and, there, with a magnificerit 
gesture, poured into the gutter the 
burg<ndy colored liquid. Reluctantly 
the servants did their duty. The gut- 
ters ran red with wine, and Wash- 
ington’s thirsty went on a three day 
drunk following the precious deluge. 

More recently, when the first train 
from Kansas City had brought back 
to the nation’s capita] the Republican 
leaders from the convention, Mrs. 
Henderson got up a grand dinner for 
Senator Smoot that she might thank 
him for the dry plank in the party 
platform. 

A Dealer in Land. 

But the wine glass and the ash tray 
were not always taboo. Referring to 
earlier customs, Mrs. Henderson, in 
her book on health,. writes this apolo- 
gia for bygone hospitalities: “ My 
own atrocious sinning in converting 
the dining room into a dram shop 
and the library into a tobacco joint 
was as execrabje as the bad taste of 
mentioning self. .. . It would 
have been easy to serve dinners with- 
out wine or cigars if I had been in 
the habit of entertaining Americans 
only.” ’ 

But, most emphatically, she is not 
in the “habit of entertaining Ameri- 
cans only.” Her outdoor swimming 
pool is an international pond, with 
diplomats splashing around in friend- 
ly amity. Her tennis court is really 
extraterritorial. Foreigners throng 
her Monday afternoon tea dances, 
where this energetic widow, in an 
elaborate afternoon frock, receives 
the guests as a frisky black dog snaps 
at the heels of the bedroom slippers 
which so strangely complete the 
hostess’ costume. : 

And, by the way, she who dances 
for health rather than for pleasure 
outdances n&iny who twirl about for 
pleasure rather than health. 

Calories and arteries, important as 
they are to Mrs. Henderson, are, how- 
ever, subordinate to her main interest: 
the value or a plot of land. Left a 
comfortable fortune by her father, the 
late Judge Elisha Foote of New York, 
one time commissioner of patents, she 
has multiplied it magnificently, for 
she is nobody’s fool when it comes to 
real estate. 

For many years Massachusetts ave- 
nue had been the corridor of the lega- 
tions and embassies. The street was 
smug and complacent, confident that 
no upstart thoroughfare would dare 
challenge its position. Then, one 
morning, Mary Foote Henderson de- 
clared that Massachusetts avenue was 
a terrible place. She called it “‘ Dead 
Man’s Gulch,” and vowed she'd swing 
the diplomatic traffic over to Sixteenth 
street, on its high part, out near Fior- 
ida avenue, the city’s former boundary 
line. 

The city laughed and called the plan 
crazy. First she built her own castle, 
with its high turrets and its sunken 
swimming pool; its Venetian palazzo. 
Then she built half a dozen or more 
great stone mansions and rented or 
sold them to foreign governments. 

Now the Sixteenth street diplomatic 
list includes the following: Mexican, 
Italian, Spanish, Cuban and French 
embassies, and the legations of Lithu- 
ania, Honduras, Egypt, Poland, Vene-

offered the building to the government 
for a vice presidential palace. 

Senator Warren carried her mes- 
gage to his colleagues. They did some 
sums as to the number of servants 
and tons of coal such an establish- 
ment would require. Then they shook 
their heads and commanded Senator 
Fernald to decline the gift with thanks. 


Meanwhile, from his hotel room, 
Calvin Coolidge sent word that it was 
a pretty house, but that he did not 
choose to run it. And that is the 
only plan of Mrs. John Brooks Hen- 
derson that is ever known to have 
met defeat. 


There is a lot of talk about the best 
techniquv and the best set of tools 
with which to break a wedge into 
fashionable circles at the nation’s cap- 
ital. The usual procedure is to get 
into a good circle at Washington, then 
edge into the diplomatic circle, and 
presently jump the ocean to the mid. 
dle of a Mayfair drawing room or the 
rim of a royal tea party at Windsor 
castie. The Walshes just used re- 
verse English. They had to go clear 
over to Europe in order to walk down 
the red carpet and up through the 
front door into Washington society. 


When Tom Walsh came to the cap- 
ital, in the late nineties, his pockets 
were bulging with some of the mil- 
lions he had received for the sale to 
an English syndicate of his famous 
Camp Bird mine out west. But the 
two fisted lad from Tipperary o 
had adventured to the Black hilS in 
the rush of '76, and who had found 
that everything he touched his fingers 
to turned, promptly, to silver, was 
greeted by no reception committee 
eager to welcome him into the sacred 
Metropolitan club. And his wife, the 
former Caroline Reed of Wisconsin, 
whose westward journey in search of 
health had culminated, some years 
back, in marriage to the enterprising 
miner, was dismayed at the lack of 
invitations the postman brought to 
their rented but very elaborate home. 

In 1900 President McKinley ap- 
pointed Walsh United States commis- 
sioner to the Paris exposition. Then 
things began to happen. The miner 
and his lady sailed away unsung. But 
once in Paris they took half of the 
Elysée Palace hotel and European no- 
bility dropped in for sandwiches. 


He hired a boat on the Seine and 
gave a $40,000 dinner. The prima 
donna who sang for the crowd re- 
ceived $2,000, and that was an Arabian 
Nights fee in those days. He got 
chummy with the king of Belgium and 
bid him to dinner at the Ritz He 
said he wanted the czar’s Russian 
band to play at the feast. Paris 
laughed and called him a fool. But 
he reached for his check book and the 
band played. | 

Washington's Surrender. 

When they sailed back to Washing- 
ton the Walshes found that a lot of 
natives who had friends whg had 
relatives who had signed ¢he Declara- 
tion of Independence but who hadn’t 
been able to meet an obscure countess 
were suddenly desperately fond of tha: 
quaint self made millionaire who had 
been hobnobbing with royalty. The 
invitations poured in. Tom Walsh and 
his wife built their big house ard 
gossip reported that it cost one million 
dollars, while the Leiter mansion, up 
the street a few blocks, Had cost only 
three-quarters of a million. And to- 
day every manicure girl in town will 
owear that it has a solid gold bath tub, 
while the Leiters have only a white 
and gold ballroom. :

And she went back to the sixty 
room house on Massachusetts avenye 
to dispense fairylike hospitality off 
golden plates, to the tune of an organ, 
to ambassadors, senators, hungry no- 
bility with the proper credentials; 
above all, large numbers of army and 
nevy people. Upon the death of her 
husband, in 1910, she retained the 
palace, which she loans out, every 
now and then, to friends who want to 
entertain on the gigantic scale.

Gold for Royalty. 

When the king and queen of 
Belgium stopped off in Wash- 
ington as official guests of Vice 
President and Mrs. Marshall, the 
genial Hoosier didn’t quite know 
where to billet traveling royalty. 
Mrs. Walsh, a friend of the queen and 
of democracy, stepped forward and 
offered her home, gold plates and all. 
The offer was accepted. 

No ancient Greek dramatist could 
have asked for a more artistic last 
act. Back in 1900, you will remember, 
it was King Leopold who, by his 
friendship for the western miner and 
his wife, had, all unwittingly, given 
them the royal boost which landed 
them safe in democracy’s haughty 
inner circle. And then, almost two 
decades later, Mrs. Walsh returns the 
favor, plays fervent hostess to King 
Albert, descendant.of these same Bel- 
gians, and shows the queen how suc- 
cessful royal protégés they the 
Walshes, have been, since all Wash- 
ington is now clamoring for invita- 
tions to the marble palace. 

Does society impinge.or govern- 
ment? Does a dinner party often 
avert a war; can a boner in etiquette 
bring one on? People don’t agree at 
all about the answers to these ques- 
tions, but how they love to talk about 
them! One man will quote you the 
episode in which Mabel Boardman is 
reputed to have soothed a diplomat’s 
wounded feelings by assuring him that 
it was proper for Dawes to stand next 
to Coolidge and ahead of the ambassa- 
dors since our diplomats at the Court 
of St. James would not presume to 
precede the Prince of Wales, and that 
Charlie Dawes was, for the purpose 
of the argument, our Prince of Wales. 
This is frequently cited as an exam- 
ple of the feminine touch in govern-

Chilean official Risking the sin of 
eavesdropping, the woman listened 
and picked out the Spanish phrases 
well enough to know that the envoy 
was interpreting that affair of a year 
ago, not as an accident, But as a de- 
liberate insult to his country and to 
all of South America. 

The eavesdropper could stand it no 
longer. She stepped from behind the 
palms and, in the best college Span- 
ish that she could command, she told 
the ambassador, and his friend from 
Chile, just what Mrs. Field had aaid 
to her that night. The unfortunate 
omission was, she pointed out, no 
subtle political plot, but a mistake of 
memory which might be easily made 
by any hostessgwho had a quintet of 
ambassadors around her table.

| The Egg Nogg. 

The egg nogg was never universally 
American and never attained repute in 
New England though it became a part 
of the gallantry of the south. The 
origin of the name is uncertain, but 
the word nogg seems to be old Eng- 
lish, though it sounds Dutch enough. 
There is a good deal of interest today 
in the Italian. egg dish, zabaione, 
which is the same thing, but we have 
not the utensils which they have for 
it, utensils so perfectly adapted to it 
that it would seem that this concoc- 
tion must have originated in Italy. 
I once saw it made in a home kitchen 
in the city of Rome. It was exceed. 
ingly siniple. It consisted of sweet- 
ened and beaten egg yolks and wine 
beaten constantly over an almost dead 
charcoal fire until it puffed, when it 
was immediately served in cups. The 
wine flavoring ‘was Marsala: 

To get the gusto of egg nogg, one 
should go to such a book as “ Dishes 
and Beverages of the Old South,” by 
Martha McCulloch Williams. Her 
recipe is a large one—eighteen eggs. 
six cups of sugar, one quart of mellow 
old whisky, a quart of rea] French 
brandy. It was really rather cruel 
stuff: Nutmeg was grated over the 
top and the following way of prepar- 
ing the glasses—when this was 
served cold, not hot—would be just as 
good and perhaps more necessary if 
this was made with milk and a wine 
flavoring: ‘* Rub the rims of the serv- 
ing glasses with lemon or orange rind 
cut into the fruit. The glasses should 
be ice cold, also the spoons.” 


A Superior Sugar Cookie. _ 

As far as my experience goes, the 
best of sugar cookies can be—which 
does not mean will be—made from the 
following ingredients, and the doygh 
is one which can be more variously 
manipulated as to shapes: Two egg

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yolks, one and one-fourth cups of 
flour, three-eighths cup butter. one- 
fourth cup sugar, flavor to taste, and 
decorations as many as your imagina- 
tion will allow. Combine the egg 
yolks, flour, butter, and sugar and 
work the whole as a pie crust is 
worked or mixed. When the whole 
can be massed into a dough of uni- 
form consistency, knead for fifteen 
minutes, or until it. is rather shining 
and stretchy. Cover and put away in 
a cool place for half an hour, or, bet- 
ter, for hours. When ready to make 
up cut off a piece, make into a ball, 
and then roll in a thin and even sheet 
on a board in which flour has been 
rubbed to make exceedingly smooth. 
Cut this out in a variety of shapes 
and decorate them, or bake for twenty 
minutes, and then ice decoratively. 
The time for baking depends upon the 
thickness of the cookie and watchful- 
mess of the baker. A wafer thin 
cookie will bake soon and should not 
be framed in brown when it is done. 
Probably an average time and tem- 
perature is twenty minutes, at 350 de- 
grees, or a little higher. With close 
attention, a rather hot oven can be 
used, and if too cool an oven is used 
the cookies are palid. 


A fleur-de-lis shape, with tips and a 
band of green icing, is pretty for 
these, but a small round cookie is a 
standby and can be decorated in no 
end of ways. 


Sugar Wafers. 


We took half of the following recipe 
last year and found we could make of 
the dough, _chilled over night, little 
pieces of tissue paper thinness — we 
called them ice cream sticks because 
so good with ice cream and attractive 
looking—and those cut with tiny cut- 
ters were also charming: Five ounces 
of sugar, six ounces of flour, two 
eges, a few drops of venilla flavoring. 
Five ounces of sugar is two-thirds of 
a cup, but it is more exact to weigh. 
Six ounces of flour is about one and 
one-fourth cups unsifted, but the old 
recipe with the weights is safer to fol- 
low. t the eggs until they are 
just well mixed, add the sugar, and 
the old recipe says beat for 13 minutes 
more, but that depends on what beater 
you use. Some sorts will do as much 
work in two minutes as othere will in 
ten. Add the vanilla to the sugar and. 
eggs and then the flour, little by little, 
beating all the while. The product 
should be a soft paste just firm 
enough to roll. Chill well or over 
night. Roll it to tissue paper-like 
thinness, cut in strips one-half inch 
wide and as long as you choose. But- 
ter and rub your baking sheet smooth, 
lay the strips on it—not touching— 
and bake in a hot oven for.a short’ 
time, or work ovt your salvation on 
this. Some people roll these over a 
stick, but it is a tricky job. 


Ginger Cookies. 


Just for contrast, and to go with 
some of the beverages like spiced 
cider, which are used at this time, the 
ginger cookie does well, and out of the 
dough made of the following formula 
you make anima! cookies for the chil- 
dren, and thin ones, too: One-third 
cup of shortening, one-sixth cup hot 
water, one-half cup of molasses, one- 


mix in the rest to make a dough which 
will stiffen gs it cools and is allowed 


it stands over night. It can then be 
rolled exceedingly thin and cut in any 
way you may choose. One of the best 
shortenings for this cookie is chicken 
fat, mainly with a little butter or two 
tablespoons of the latter shortening. 


New Year’s Rolls. 


Hot rolls are exceedingly acceptable 
when rather strong salads like those 
of smoked fish are on the supper 
menu, or even chicken. The following 
New England recipe for them contains 
less flour than is ysed in general] in 
making yeast rolls, but one who 
knows how to make bread can get su- 
perior effects—most dainty—from it: 
Two cups of milk, four cups of bread 
flour, one-half condensed yeast cake, 
two tablespoons sugar, one-fourth tup 
melted butter. Scald the milk and let 
it cool, then add the yeast and two 
cups of flour. At this point the batter 
is thin, very. Set it to rise, until it 
is “good and light.”” Then add the 
sugar, salt, butter, and the rest of the 
flour. Let it rise again without knead- 
ing as before, then knead and make 
into small balls about the size of half 
an egg and, leave these on a well 
floured board until they are light. 
Crease with the back of a knife, put 
a little butter in the crease, and fold 
to Parker house shape, which is also 
called the pocketbook shape, and the 
rolls are also called split. Stamping 
out forms from a patted down dough 
is quicker and, to bend, use the han- 
dle of a wooden spoon. 

New Year’s Oysters. 

Oysters in plain stews for the 
watch supper used to be common, 
pickled oysters were servecd to after- 
noon callers on New Year’s day, and 
now, with the razzing eating of the 
night before, the oyster cocktail is 
quite universally used. Of the recipes 
for pickled oysters found in the books 
contemporary with the custom of | 
serving them, this one seems to be 
the simplest: Put a quart of oysters 
in a saucepan with a cup of water 
and a teaspoon of salt.. Allow them 
to simmer gently for five minutes. 

Remove the oysters and add to the 
water one cup of tarragon vinegar, 
cloves, mace, and a few peppercorns. 
Let the whole boil five minutes. Put 
the oysters into the jar, and when 
they are cold pour the pickle over 
them and seal. Probably it would be 
safer to use plain vinegar, since some 
people do not like the tarragon. 

Any one wishing to try this out could. 
use one cup only of oysters, which 
could then be eaten as a relish in 
place of the cocktail.

And in nothing is this true more 
than in the matter of the physical 
care of children. 

Don’t Be Discouraged.

LATE HOURS, AND OVERWORK.” 
There you are. This is the opinion 
of a big man in a big university. He 
is in a position to know what he’s 
talking about since the records. of 
thousands of students pass through 
his department yearly. The man who 
is quoted is Dr. Dean F. Smiley and 
he is head of the department of hy- 
giene and preventive medicine at Cor- 
nell university. 

Dr. Smiley says a number of inter- 
esting things. He gets under the sur- 
face. You or I, or the friends who 
argue with us, might look at a mob 
of freshmen. or seniors on a campus 
or at a football game and think, 
“What a healthy looking lot!” and 
that’s all. But-here are .the bedrock 
facts as given by Dr. Smiley: ? 
“Each year that the student is in 
college he progressively takes poorer 
and poorer care of himself, as a rule. 
“The health of college students 
gets progressively worse from the 
freshman to the senior year.

A part of the time was 
spent as instructor in mathematics at 
Yale. For three years successively he 
took first prizes in composition and 
speaking, among which were the De 
Forest gold medal and the Junior Ten 
Eyck.

His ministerial work began in 1900 
in the Congregational church at Plain- 
ville, Conn., and continued until 1905, 
when he went to the First Congrega- 
tional church, Minneapolis, Minn. In 
1912 to 1916 he served the First Con- 
gregational church at Peoria, IIl., 
where he distinguished himself at the 
head of the Law Enforcement Com- 
mittee of 200.

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 29.— Ohio's

days a week by station WLW for the 
Ohio state department of education,

Ohio for the radio series by the Payne 
Pducational Research foundation, 
leaders in analyzing the possibilities 
ef radio in public school education. 

Darrow has appealed to prominent 
educators in Indiana, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, West Virginia, and Pennsyl- 
vanila, as well as in Ohio, for sugges- 
tions. He has asked the other states 
for codperation in planning the edu- 
cational programs, because the pro- 
grams through the 50,000 watt WLW 
will be as available to their schools 
ns to ‘the children in Ohio.

Bridge pladers who tuned in on the 
seventh of this season’s radio bridge 
games, broadcast from station W-G-N, 
heard a very pretty exposition of de- 
fensive tactics, which the majority 
of bridge players handle much less ex- 
pertly than they do the declarer’s 
play.

In 
making this play Mr. Whitehead fol- 
lowed the rule that in playing from 
a sequence to a card lead, the lowest 
card should always be played, be- 
cause of the information it conveys 
to partner. In leading from a se- 
quence, however, its top card should 
be led. The importance of adhering 
to these practices is well illustrated 
by this radio hand. 

' Seeks to Mislead. 
Mr. Wyman, declarer, won the first 
trick with the ace of spades, a false 
card. Having no partner ,to whom 
to give information, he attempted to 
confuse the adversaries by his false 
carding. With a playing partner he 
would have played the lower card, 
in accordance with the principals just 
stated. 
Before continuing the play Mr. Wy- 
man took stock of his-situation. He 
could count as sure winners only two 
spades and three diamonds. He saw 
that by leading hearts twice he could 
establish two tricks in that suit, and, 
barring an adverse switch to clubs, 
could thus make his contract. 
Whether he could make two more 
tricks and game depended upon the 
club situation, particularly the loca- 
tion of the ace, queen and jack.

Answer—During his second term 
{1833-'37] President Andrew Jackson 
vigorously pushed claims against 
Spain, Denmark, and France for dam- 
age done to American shipping during 
the Napoleonic period. Our claim 
against France was five million dol- 
lars, and, although the justice of that 
claim was acknowledged by the 
French king, Louis Philippe, the bill 
remained unpaid. 


President Jackson, after waiting 
three years, sent a note to France 
which was so strongly worded that 
it offended the French government, 
which refused to pay unless an apol- 
ogy was forthcoming. Jackson re- 
plied with a second note, even more 
aggressive than the first, and in his 
message to congress recommended 
that reprisals be made and French 
shipping seized if the claim was not 
settled. When some of his advisers 
protested against such a belligerent 
policy, Jackson replied: 


“I know them French. They will 
pay if you make them.” 

His determined stand convinced 
the French that he would do as he 
said, and the debt was paid.—Mrs, 
James J. Norton, 3540 Jackson boule. 
vard, Chicago. 

NOTE—According to some historians Louis 
Philippe, who had met Jackson while a 
fugitive prince in America, had himself sug- 
gested that the President send a sharp note 
to the French government about the claim. 
But Jackson apparently was sharper than 
the king had bargained for. Old Hickory 
was also successful in collecting claims 
against other European countries.

Answer—This statement is attrib 
uted to Attorney General Seymour of 
England. In 1691 James Blair, ap 
pointed commissary of Virginia to rep- 
resent the bishop of London, arrived 
in London to try to get a royal char- 
ter and raise funds for a college in 
Virginia. When he broached the mat- 
ter to Attorney General Seymour, 
whose aid he needed, he was asked 
why the colony desired to have a col- 
lege.

Perhaps one of the best informed 
men on the seuth side is Theo M. 
Becker,’ president of the Woodlawn 
Business Men’s association. His busl- 
ness interests carry him to all sections 
of this community daily, ahd in his 
executive oapacity with the business 
men’s association he comes in con- 
tact with all manner of problems, so- 
‘cial, business and civic. 

He looks back on 1928 and forward 
;to 1929 and has this to say: 
| “During the last several months 
Woodlawn has been engaged in a task 
that in retail circles would be termed 
taking an inventory. We have been 
trying to learn what are our assets 
and what are our HMabilities, with the 
idea of getting at the margin between 
what we have and what we should 
have as a community, as a basis on 
which to work. 

“The porcess of stock taking for 
a community with a population about 
the same as any of our large [Illinois 
cities outside Chicago takes time, but 
we believe we are getting at it with 
a fair degree of accuracy. 

Far Reaching Changes in Housing. 

“What we have is a retail, finan- 
cial, amusement and hotel center of 
the first rank, and a residential dis- 
trict where the later trends in Wood- 
lawn life are working out-far reach- 
ing changes in housing facilities. We 
realize that advantages in rapid trans 
portation, educational and recreational 
facilities must, inevitably, emphasize 
their trends in the future. 

‘As I see it, we must face the prob-

Many indications of neighborhood 
cotperation have been in evidence 
through the year, with the result that 
a good portion of the program pre- 
pared for the betterment of this sec- 
tion has been carried out. However, 
there still remains a great task to be 
done before the ideal community will 
have been realized, Mr. Becker went 


on. 

The Parent-Teacher associations, 
clubs and various other organizations 
of community character have felt the 
need to merge their efforts on a 
‘single objective, carrying it through 
to completion before turning to the 
next, he added. It is his opinion that 
the results obtairied by intensive co- 
cperation in this manner far outweigh 
individual effort by single groups, no 
matter how meritorious the cause 
may be. Bae 

“We have a clear picture of the 
problems that ought to be, and prob- 
ubly will be, solved in 1929 in our 
community,” Mr. Becker said. “‘I will 
enumerate them briefly, as follows: 
“1. A large volume of additional 
street lighting in certain portions of 
the business district is needed. 

“2. We want cleaner streets and 
tidewalks in our shopping district. 
**3. A centrally located rest room. 
“4, The early completion of the ex- 
tension cf 63d street east of Stony 
Island avenue, to West Lagoon drive 
in Jackson park, to elieve the con- 
gestion and traffic hazards at that 
busy corner. 

“5. A better balance in motor bus 
transportation north and south, mid- 
way between Cottage Grove and Stony 
Island avenues, which is perhaps one 
of the most urgent needs for the dis- 
tricts north of 63d street in this sec- 
tion which at present are without the 
facilities of their nelghbors farther 
east and west. 

“Last, and this perhaps will be 
more interesting to the business men 
of the community than the residents 
themselves, though it will affect them 
favorably, I. believe we should seek 
the development of a trade promotion 
policy. 

Sees Need of Bus Terminal. 


“If there should be opportunity for 
further effort, I believe we could well 
cevote our energies to the develop- 
ment of a union bus station for the 
convenience of the rapidly growing 
traffic between the Woodlawn district 
and the suburban towns south and 
east. 

“Active codperation with the twen- 
ty-five organizations in the Associated 
Clubs of Woodlawn will give us a 
highly constructive program of work 
for the next twelve months, as well. 
Certainly there is enough for us all 
to do. It is a question of taking our 
rlans in order and codperating inten- 
sively to carry them through to com- 
pletion, one by one, rather than scat- 
tering ineffective effort in many dj- 
rections at once.” |

Children 's Group Scatters 
Charity and Cheer All Year 


To associate St. Valentine with the 
Crusaders calls for bridging a stretch 
of history running over some 800 
years, but they’ve done it out at 
the Park Manor school, 7049 Rhodes 
avenue. The result is a group of 
some 140 children who are performing 
daily one of the most effective experi- 
ments in practical humanitarianism 
.o be found in a self-centered world. 


The story of how the Park Manor 
Crusaders were formed, and what 
these children accomplish in alleviat- 


ing suffering and making others hap- 
py, rivals the achievements of some 
well advertised philantrophists. 

The Crusaders are girls and boys in 
the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades 
of grammar school, who save 
their pin money and what they earn 
at odd jobs, canvass the neighborhood, 
and in every other possible way 
gather necessities and gifts that,will 
make unfortunates happy or lighten 
their suffering. It is not a Christmas 
gift organization, but operates 
throughout the year and has on its 
list an imposing array of charitable 
institutions which are the objects of 
its benevolence at regular intervals. 

Inspired by St. Valentine, 

The Crusaders have been doing 
their work for five years. St. Val- 
entine furnished the inspiration for 
the inception of the group. The chil- 
dren, in the course of their studies, 
had been reading the story 6f how 
St. Valentine, unable to continue his 
works: of charity in person, devoted 
his time to writing letters of cheer 
and condolence to forlorn souls bowed 
down with trouble and despair. This 
caught the imagination of a few of 
them, and not long after they ap- 
proached their teacher, Miss Marion 
B. Scott, telling her they, too, would 
like to do something like that. She 
encouraged them, and they formed a 
group. It so happened that they had 
been reading about the Crusaders, and 


choose this as’ the name of their band. 

The slogan of the Crusaders is 
“Traitors to Sorrow.” They carry 
their cheer into a dozen different in- 
stitutions, among them ‘the Martha 
Washington Home for Children, 
Protestant Women's home, Miseri- 
cordia orphanage, Chicago orphanage, 
St. Vincent’s orphanage, Home of the 
Friendless, Chicago orphanage, Speed- 
way and Cook County hospitals, and 
Uhlich’s Orphan asylum. Christmas 
they remembered 248 persons in the 
County hospital, after spending many 
busy days preparing stockings filled 
with gifts they had either made, pur- 
chased, or managed for. 

Businesslike Basis. 


The organization is run on a sur- 
prisingly businesslike basis. The chil-

Give Plays at Institutions. 


In addition to the actual distribu- 
tion, the children present playlets and 
entertainment during their visits. 
| They have a harmonic& band that is 
surprisingly good. 

Their newspaper recently contained 
an account showing the sincerity of 
their work: 

“On Halloween we made our first 
trip of the year to the Chicago or- 
phanage. We brought taffy apples 
and candy and gave selections from 
our play, ‘Pinochio.’ This was quite 
successful, aside from the fact that a 
hungry Edward, having been given 
Gepetto’s apple to hold, thought he 
had been given it to eat. This he did. 

“At Thanksgiving we brought un- 
breakable toys to the babies at Mis- 
ercordia. And many of our delight- 
ful mothers of Park Manor have made 
beautiful robes for needy mothers in 
that institution. 

“Our heaviest task of the first sem- 
ester is at Christmas.

In a letter to broadcasters of the 
Rocky mountain and Pacific coast 
states, Commissioner Harold Lafount 
said the great number of stations in 
the country is impairing radio recep- 
tion, 

Cancel Licenses. 

“TI said six months ago that there 
were too many stations and I am still 
of that opinion,” he said. ‘‘I believe 
the character of reception the public 
wants, and should have, cannot be se- 
cured until the number of stations is 
Sreatly reduced.” 

Members of the commission declare, 
however, they do not plan wholesale 
removal of stations. Individual] broad- 
casters who fail to obey orders of-the 
commission or give no public service, 
will lose their licenses, but stations 
will not be eliminated without gvod 
cause, they say. 

Situation Satisfactory. 

There are now about 615 stations 
operating on 89 channels. The com- 
mission realizes that division of time 
on the air, geographical spacing and 
varying power allotments will not 
completely eliminate interference. The 
commission believes, however, 
with the exception of a few bad spots 
in the country letters from listeners 
indicate the general situation is sat- 
isfactory. 

The commission intends to be more 
strict in the future in requiring sta- 
tions to operate on their assigned fre- 
quency and power. The present regu- 
lation permits a deviation of one-half 
kilocycle from the assigned frequency. 
This allowable deviation probably will 
be reduced in the near future, Mr. 
Lafount says. 


FRIEDA HEMPEL 
SINGS TOMORROW 
IN FAMILY PARTY 


Although a native of Leipzig, trained 
in the conservatories of Europe, and 
with a notable career in the Berlin 
Royal opera and .in European con- 
certs, Frieda Hempel, who will be 
heard tomorrow night in the family 
party program from W-G-N, THE CHI- 
caGO TRIBUNE station on the Drake 
hotel, does not recommend European 
training for the development of aspir- 
ing American artists. 

“There is no need of dashing off 
to Europe the moment one begins to 
practice scales,” says the soprano. 
“Some of the greatest teachers in 
the world are right here in this coun- 
try and most of them are Americans. 

“I do not underestimate the good 
that Burope can do. Europe has cen- 
turies of music behind it and Euro- 
peans go to the opera as we go to the 
movies. Singers undoubtedly receive 
inspiration by even a short visit. But 
let them go so well equipped that 
they can intelligently appreciate and 
discriminate; otherwise, the mass of 
music may confuse rather than 
broaden their view.” 

Miss Hempel’s operatic debut was 
in the “Merry Wives of Windsor,” 
at the Berlin Royal opera in 1905. 
While with that organization she ac- 
quired a vast repertoire, not only in 
the field of opera but of art song as 
well. Shortly before coming to the 
Metropolitan in 1912, she created the 
role of Marschellin in Rosenkava- 
lier.” 

As leading soprano in operas of 
Wagner, Richard Strauss, and others, 
Miss Hempel was the idol of the 
Metropolitan from the moment of her 
American debut until she decided to

Whitehead in this radio game were 
Mrs. Prescott Warren of Boston, 
Mass., and Walter-F. Wyman of Ar- 
lington, Mass., both of whom have 
enviable reputations as bridge play- 
ers and analysts. 


Following are the hands they held: 


The only bid was an original one 


no trump declared by Mr. Wyman, 
dealer. Mr. Work, west, opened the 
play with the 3 of spades, the fourth 
best card of his only long suit. Mrs. 
Warren, north, spread her hand for 
dummy, and from it Mr. Wyman, de- 
clarer, played the 2 of spades. Mr. 
Whitehead, east, played the 8 spot, 
the lowest card of his sequence. In 
making this play Mr. Whitehead fol- 
lowed the rule that'in playing from 
a sequence to a card lead, the lowest 
ecard should always be played, be- 
cause of the information it conveys 
to partner. In leading from a se- 
quence, however, its top card should 
be led. The importance of adhering 
to these practices is well illustrat 
by this radio hand. 
Seeks to Mislead. 


Mr. Wyman, declarer, won the first 
trick with the ace of spades, a false 


ecard. Having 10 partner to whom 


to give information, he attempted to 
confuse the adversaries by his false 
carding. With a playing partner he 
would have played the lower card, 
in accordance with the principals just 
stated. 

Before continuing the play Mr. Wy- 
man took stock of his situation. He 
could count as sure winners only two 
spades and three diamonds. He saw 
that by leading hearts twice he could 
establish two tricks in that suit, and, 
barring an adverse switch to clubs, 
could thus make his contract. 
Whether he could make two more 
tricks and game dépended upon the 
club situation, particularly the loca- 
tion of the ace, queen and jack. To 
make the maximum in clubs, if re- 
quired eventually to open that suit, 
Mr. Wyman saw that he had to lead 
it from dummy rather than from his 
own hand. Therefore he had to con- 
serve sufficient dummy entries. 

Having noted the rather discourag- 
ing outleok, Mr. Wyman, declarer, 
first started the establishment of' his 
heart suit by leading the jack. Mr. 
Work played the 2; dummy the 5, 
and Mr. Whitehead, following the 
rule, won with the king. To have 
played his ace would have informed 
partner that he did not hold the king.
